Freeway, business, taxes draw concern 








| Voters to decide fate 


of high school students —

Voters from most of the West End 
will decide Tuesday whether to levy 
themselves a tax increase to build a 
new high school in Rancho 
Cucamonga and finance im- 
provements at Chaffey High School 
in Ontario. 

Measure C on the ballot would 
increase the property tax rate a 
maximum of 41 cents to the school 
year 2002-2003 to fund the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District’s $23.2 million projects. 

About $19.2 million would be 
allocated to build the new high 
school and $4 million would be used 
to renovate North and South halls at 
Chaffey High. 

While the full 41 - cent increase 
per $100 asseesed valuation would 
mean an extra $54.33 o he annual bill 
(with homeowner’s exemption) of 
the owner of a home valued at 
$60,000, Superintendent Mike 
Dirksen said this week only about 15 
cents of the increase would be levied 
the first two years. 

A representative of the San 
Bernardino County Registrar of 
Voters said 63,962 voters are 
registered in the district, which 
includes Ontario, Montclair, Upland 
and Rancho Cucamonga. 


Ten candidates present views, background

The Upland Chamber of 
Commerce last week heard 10 of 12 
candidates for City Council present 
their views and qualifications for 
three seats on Tuesday’s ballot 
during an hour - long breakfast 
forum. 

While chamber member Eugene 
Bello kept track of each candidate’s 
five minutes with a kitchen timer, 
contenders gave their opinions on 
residential development, whether 
more business should be encouraged 
to move into Upland and the 
proposed extension of the Foothill 
Freeway through Upland north of 
19th Street. 

Coming on the heels of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s veto of a 
bill to protect the freeway corridor 
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against development, the Feb. 23 
forum produced unity in favor of the 
freeway among the 10 candidates 
present. 

Discussion of the proposed 
freeway extension also touched off 
words that came closest to an 
exchange between two candidates. 

Without mentioning 
Councilwoman Ina Petokas by 
name, candidate Gregory Annigian 
said, ‘“‘We have one member on the 
council at the present time who as 
late as January came out and said 
she was opposed to the freeway.”’ 

‘She indicated that she would like 
to see widening of surface streets as 
a reasonabie alternative .... I think 
what happened with respect to her 
position was she attempted to 
mollify her position when talking to

School, council election 


Upland voters will select three City Council members and cast votes on a 
$23.2 million measure to build a new high school in Rancho Cucamonga and 
renovate two buildings at Chaffey High School in Ontario when they go to 
the polls Tuesday. The tax increase issue is Measure C for voters in the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School District. Polls open 7 a.m. and close 8 p.m. 
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other groups,”’ he said. 

“J think her lack of desire to 
promote the freeway indicates to us 
that we should send back election 
results that indicate opponents of 
the freeway will be defeated at the 
poils.”’ 

Mrs. Petokas said Upland’s traffic 
problems go beyond city limits and 
that the Foothill Freeway would not 
be a ‘‘panacea’’ for traffic 
congestion. 

She said she had played the role of 
“devil's advocate’’ against the 
freeway, but added, ‘I have come to 
the point where I see that the 
freeway is needed — not based on 
Upland’s growth, but on the 
communities around it.”’ 

Upland streets are heavily used by 
through traffic bound for other 
communities, she noted. 


‘‘Upland has become a 
throughway,’’ Mrs. Petokas 
commented. 


She added, “I feel that I am 
entitled to change my opinion.” 
Mrs. Petokas later said that she 
first made public her revised view 
of the Foothill Freeway in January. 

Ai Canestro, vice chairman of the 
Upland Planning Commission, made 
one of the few specific proposals for 
changes in the city government at 
the forum. 

Canestro said Upland should shift 
its financing of police protection 
away from federal revenue - sharing 
dollars because of the funds’ 
uncertain future. 

“These are dollars that could be 
withdrawn at any given moment by 
the president or a frivolous 
Congress,”’ he said. 

Canestro also challenged what he 
called ‘“‘this attitude emanating 
from the present City Council that 
‘everything is fine, we’ve done a 
good job and there’s nothing to 
worry about.’ ”’ 

He cited the transfer of Upland’s 
refuse collection to a private 
contractor as ‘‘sad testimony,” 
noting the loss of city jobs. 

None of the 10 candidates present 
supported the Jarvis - Gann 
property tax limitation amendment 
on the statewide ballot in June. 

James Cummo Sr. reflected the 
views of several contenders for the 
council seats, saying city officials 
do not know what the exact loss in 
revenue would be or where local 
governments would find new funds. 

If the state constitutional 
amendment passes, Cummo said, 
Upland’s first priority should be to 
protect its police and fire protection 
services. He called the Jarvis - 
Gann amendment ‘‘too severe” a 
solution for property tax relief. 

Ed Donnelly’ indicated 
dissatisfaction with the City Council 
last year when it cut the property 
tax rate only 7 cents after assessed 
valuation jumped 28.3 percent. 

He predicted. assessments would 
climb again and said the city should 
be prepared to cut the tax rate. 

John Forsyth told the business 
representatives the candidates 
shouid be evaluated on the basis of 
what experience, concern and 
dedication they could bring to the 
job. 

He said no one person could 
“realistically” expect to achieve all 
of the goals drawing attention 
during the campaign. 

“I believe local government can 
be and should be fiscally sound, 
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efficient, cost effective and 
responsive,’ he said. 

Frank Hoover gave the city good 
marks, saying he would rate Upland 
No. 1 in “growth, management, city 
staff.”’ 

“‘T would love to be a part ... of a 
No. 1 organization,”’ he said. 

He added, ‘‘I feel that the city of 
Upland is basically a business.” 

Councilman John McCarthy cited 
his experience from eight years on 
the council and serving on regional 
and county agencies, particularly 
those dealing with transportation. 

Noting he has been selected to 
serve as mayor pro tem for eight 
years, he said, ‘‘I think this is pretty 
indicative of the faith the council 
members have had in me.”’ 

Michael Segaloff, a 21 - year - old 
student in pre - law and political 
science, stressed he is a “serious 
candidate” despite his age. 

He said he sees an ‘‘inability or 
unwillingness’’ from the City 
Council ‘‘to stand behind the 
businessmen in their effort to make 
an honest living.” 

He criticized architectural and 
sign requirements. 

Segaloff said that if ‘‘the present 
trend’ of Upland residents shopping 
and working outside the city 
continues, growth would bring 
Upland business higher taxes and 
fees without an offsetting ‘‘rise in 
patronage.” 

He said he is spending 50 hours a 
week campaigning and pledged to 
serve similar hours on city matters 
if elected. 

Frances Randau said, ‘‘There’s 
nothing in the actions of the present 
council that I could point a finger at 
and with alarm.”’ 

However, she pointed out the City 
Council has continued consideration 
of many items during meetings in 
the past few months. 

Mrs. Randau said too many 
restrictions on development could 
lead to businesses locating 
elsewhere. 

Charles Merrill and Derek Brian 
McFann are the two candidates who 
did not attend the forum. 


He added that a turnout of 25-30 
percent is average for school 
elections alone, but city council 
races in Ontario, Upland and 
Montclair could push that figure 
higher. 

Curtis Bonneville, chairman of 
Build Essential Schools Today 
(BEST), said last week the citizens’ 
group had raised more than $10,000 
toward passage of Measure C — 
enough to finance mailings to the 
district’s registered voters. 

In contrast to a slow start, he said, 
support has been increasing lately 
for the measure. 

The tax increase requires only a 
simple majority for passage, 
compared to the two - thirds vote 
needed for general obligation bonds. 

The new high school would be built 
on 54 acres south of Base Line Road 
and west of the planned extension of 
Milliken Avenue. 

Dirksen said a report by three 
appraisers evaluating the land 
owned by the Lewis Develop ent 
Co.ae 4acres of district land in north 
Upland has been delayed because 
one appraiser suffered a heart 
attack. 

The school district and 
development firm intend to work out 
a land exchange. 

Rapid residential growth in 
Rancho Cucamonga has led to an 
enrollment of 2,400 students at Alta 
Loma High School, which was 
designed to accommodate 1,800, 
Dirksen said. 

The superintendent spelled out 
crowded conditions last month 
before the Rancho Cucamonga 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He said the new high school would 
be built to accommodate 1,800 
students by opening day in 
September 1980 and could eventually 
house 2,500 students with the 
addition of another classroom 
building. 

Alta Loma High now uses 20 
relocatable classrooms and began 
extended sessions Jan. 30 to spread 
out available space. Most freshmen 
start school later in the day than 
other students, giving the school. a 
nine - period day overall. 

A proposal presented to the beard 
of trustees Feb. 21 would redraw 
high school boundaries in order to 


reduce enrollment this fall at Alta 
Loma High School to about 2,100 and 
end the need for extended sessions. 

Dirksen asked the board to wait 
until after the election before taking 
action and indicated the plan needs 
revision. New boundaries would 
affect students throughout the 
district. 

Some 2,800 students are expected 
to live within the current boundaries 
of Alta Loma High by September. 

Renovation of the two Chaffey 
High buildings is needed because of 
the age of the structures, heavy 
traffic on Euclid Avenue in Ontario 
and requirements of state law and 
fire and safety codes, Dirksen said. 

He noted lack of air conditioning 
creates an “impossible situation’ 
on hot days when windows are open 
and some 60 classrooms are exposed 
to the noise of passing vehicles. 

Heating, elevators to meet new 
legal requirements for the 
handicapped and acoustical 
improvements would also be 
provided, he said. 

The superintendent said that while 
the tax increase requires a smaller 
percentage of voters supporting 
passage, it restricts use of the funds 
in ways general obligation bonding 
does not. 

“Under a general obligation bond 
election, the school board — in its 
wisdom, after the passage of such 
an election — could change its mind 
about how it wanted to spend the 
money, even though they (trustees) 
had made some _ verbal 
commitments ...,’’ Dirksen said. 

He pointed out money approved 
under Measure C must be spent on 
improvements specified at 
particular locations and 
construction must start within three 
years, or the district would have to 
return to voters with a new 
measure. 

If Measure C passes, the district 
would enter a lease - purchase 
arrangement with a private 
corporation to pay off the new 
school and Chaffey High renovation 
in 24 years. 

Dirksen said the school board 
would appoint three - seven district 
residents to form the corporation 
that in turn is authorized to sell the 
bonds to finance the projects.

Planning Commission sets density for 
houses in Upland’s northwest section 


The Upland Planning Commission 
last week apparently ended its long 
discussion over the maximum 
residential density for the 814 - acre 
northwest area. 

Commissioners recommended the 
City Council retain current general 
plan designation showing the area 
with a maximum density of four 
units per acre. 


However, they also voted to make 
the entire area eligible for a 
‘density bonus’’ in order for 
developments to achieve that 
maximum density. 


Commissioners indicated the 
maximum density for conventional 
homes should be three units per acre 
and that the density bonus should be 
given to the tracts with special 
design features, particularly 
planned residential unit 
development. . 

While the density bonus — if 


approved in a amendment to the 
land - use element of the general 
plan by the City Council — could 
apply to any part of the city, it was 
drafted with the largely 
undeveloped northwest section in 
mind. 

The commission rejected a 
recommendation by staff to use the 
so - called ‘‘S’ designation for 
conditional - use permits as a tool to 
bring density bonus developments 
before it for review. 

Unless overturned by the City 
Council, developers seeking the 
density bonus would have to file for 
the extra homes when they seek 
zone changes, if the bonus concept 
itself is approved. 

In other action, the commission 
scheduled three public hearings on a 
general plan amendment covering 
the 1,234 - acre southeast quadrant. 

The proposed amendment 
addresses conservation and 
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rehabilitation of existing housing. 
General plan designations for 425 
acres would be affected, and the 
changes generally would reflect 
existing land use rather than more 
intensive residential development 
permitted under current zoning. 

The public hearings will be held 
7:30 tonight and March 9 and 16 at 
city hall, 460 N. Euclid Ave. 

Tonight’s meeting will cover nine 
areas within the southeast. quadrant 
recommended for general plan 
designation as single - family 
houses. 

Next week the Planning 
Commission will hear testimony on 
proposed general plan changes 
designation eight areas for medium 
- density apartments. 

On March 16, the commission will 
consider a variety of proposals for 
10 areas affecting everything from 
parking requirements to designating 
land for industrial development.

Incumbent Council Member 
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Jarvis initiative would 
decrease local control 


Passage of the Jarvis initiative or 

rival property tax measures will 
mean less local control and more 
state control over counties, cities 
and schools, the county board of 
supervisors was told recently. 

That is because the state would 
have to make up the income local 
governments will lose in property 
taxes if any of those measures 
becomes law, County Ad- 
ministrative Officer Earl Goodwin 
said. 

“T believe it is quite likely that in 
the long run, the state would 
attempt moré control over the 
programs and service levels which 
have traditionally been governed by 
local officials,’’ Goodwin said in a 
report to the supervisors. 

“Local government control is a 
very precious thing which people 
want. Yet we know that power tends 
to go where the money is — control 
goes where the money is,” Super- 
visor Dennis L. Hansberger agreed. 

Goodwin’s report noted local 
governments in San Bernardino 
County would lose $178.3 million in 
property taxes if the Jarvis in- 
itiative (Proposition 13) was passed 
in. the June 6 primary. 

That is equal to about 60 percent 
of local governments’ income from 
property taxes. 

Homeowners’ property tax bills 
would be cut by the same percen- 


tage. Proposition 13 would limit 
property taxes to 1 percent of a 
home’s market value instead of the 
current 3 percent. 

Yet less than half the savings 
would go to the homeowners who 
are meant to be attracted to 
Proposition 13, the report says. 

The county’s homeowners would 
save about $85.6 million in property 
taxes, with the rest going to apart- 
ment owners, businesses and in- 
dustries. 

Attention has been focused on the 
deep cuts in government services 
which may be required if Proposi- 
tion 13 passes and if the state does 
not make up the lost income. 

“That conclusion is based on what 
I think is an unrealistic assump- 
tion,’’ Goodwin said. 

‘Tt is highly unlikely that the 
Legislature will allow essential 
local services to be dismantled, par- 
ticularly when public protection 
programs depend most heavily on 
the property tax. 


“In addition, schools ... must be 
considered as a highest priority for 
continued adequate support.” 


Chairman Robert O. Townsend 
said the supervisors should press the 
Legislature to show how the state 
would raise the money to pay for 
local government if Proposition 13 
passes. 


Supervisors set up 
investigations team 


One supervisor called it ‘‘an 
exotic form of law enforcement 
activity,’’ but the county board of 
supervisors decided Monday to set 
up a land fraud investigations unit 
as part of the district attorney’s 
office. 

Over Supervisor James L. 
Mayfield’s objections, the board 
voted to seek federal and state 
grants that will pay for the team’s 
operations for the 15 months ending 
June 30, 1979. 

The grants would enable District 
Attorney James M. Cramer to add 
three investigators and a clerk to his 
staff. 

To complete the team, Cramer 
will reassign a deputy district 
attorney, a chief investigator, an 
investigator and a secretary from 
his present staff. 

The team will investigate land 
fraud. Most such cases involve the 
county’s desert area, but a few 
instances have been detected in the 
rapidly growing valley area. 


Breakfast fund 
service project 


Mayfield said he objected to the 
grants because the county would 
eventually have to pick up all the 
costs of the special unit from 
property tax income. 

Of the $168,496 the county is 
seeking, 90 percent will be from the 
federal government and 5 percent 
from the state. The county will pay 
$8,425. 


“IT also look at this as an exotic 
form of law enforcement activity 
when we can’t even take care of the 
bread-and-butter programs .... I’d 
rather spend the (local) tax dollars 
on what I consider bread-and-butter 
programs.” 

Chairman Robert 0. Townsend of 
Chino disagreed with Mayfield. He 
said the program would cost the 
county relatively little and that the 
grants could be extended. 


He stressed the regional aspects 
of the project and said it had been 
reviewed thoroughly by the Tri- 
County Council on Criminal Justice. 


“T think this is one of the areas 
that we can take a leadership role,” 
Townsend said. 

Supervisor James L. Mayfield 
said even some of those alternatives 
will take away power from local 
governments and give it to state 
government. 

He said some of those measures 
“substantially erode, if not destroy, 
local government.”’ 

He said one simple alternative for 
property tax relief would have the 
state take over all costs of Medi-Cal 
and welfare programs. That would 
allow counties to cut property tax 
rates. 

One bill by Sen. Albert.S. Rodda, 
D-Sacramento, would raise $7 
billion for local government by: 

— Increasing personal income 
taxes by 20 percent. 

— Increasing the state sales tax 
from 6 percent to 7 percent. The tax 
would be applied to professional ser- 
vices. 

— Increasing the bank and cor- 
poration tax by 40 percent. 

— Using the state surplus, which 
will stand at $3 billion by mid-1979. 

“That’s not a good alternative as 
far as I’m concerned,” Mayfield 
Said. 


Anticrime project 
needs volunteers 


Volunteers are needed by the San 
Bernardino County Probation 
Department for a new program of 
juvenile crime diversion patterned 
after the Big Brother and Big Sister 
programs in other counties. 

The program’ will match 
volunteers with youths on a one-to- 
one basis, reported Jamie Josue, 
supervising probation officer in 
Ontario. 

She said a state Assembly bill 
recently passed says juveniles who 
are runaways and who have not 
really broken any laws can’t be sent 
to juvenile hall, but must instead be 
diverted back into the community 
through special programs. 

Volunteers will be asked to spend 
at least two hours a week with the 
child for nine months. Volunteers 
must also go through training prior 
to beginning the program. 

Mrs. Josue said runaway juveniles 
often come into contact with police 
agencies and as part of this program 
would be referred to a volunteer 
who could help the youth by 
providing things the child may not 
receive at home. 

Sponsors for the program are also 
needed to donate money and tickets 
to special events, she said.

Kamansky answers 
grandjuryreport , 


By PETER WONG 
Supervisor Joseph Kamansky said 
Monday the grand jury has no 
grounds for its harsh criticism of his 
stand in favor of a separate 
Municipal Court in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 


At Kamansky's prompting, the 
supervisors decided in January to 
leave the new court in Rancho 
Cucamonga, rather than merge it 
with the West Valley Municipal 
Court in Ontario. 


The grand jury’s report, released 
over the weekend, accuses the 
supervisors of making ‘‘a political 
decision ~ a decision that gives 
unwarranted special attention to a 
particular segment of the population 
at the expense of all county 
taxpayers.’ 

“Tt doesn't say anything we didn’t 
consider,’”’ Kamansky said of the 
grand jury's report. 

In an interview Monday, 
Kamansky indicated he was stung 
by the grand jury report's tone. But 
he chose to defend the supervisors’ 
decision only in general terms. He 
promised a more complete reply 
later this week. 

The grand jury report does not 
specifically single out Kamansky 
for criticism. 

In its report, the grand jury came 
to two conclusions: 

— That operational efficiency of 
the court requires consolidation 
with the West Valley Municipal 
Court 

— That the large additional cost of 
a separate Municipal Court in 
Rancho Cucamonga compels 
consolidation. 

The Justice Court which now 
serves the Cucamonga-Etiwanda 
Judicial District will be upgraded to 
a Municipal Court, effective at the 
end of this week 

State law says a district with a 
population. greater than 40,000 must 
be served by a Municipal Court. The 
estimated population of Rancho 
Cucamonga is 42,000. 

Kamansky conceded that 
community groups in Rancho 
Cucamonga influenced his decision 
to leave the Municipal Court where 
it is. rather than consolidate it with 
the West Valley Municipal Court, as 
county officials had urged. 

“J can’t think of one person who 
was against it,” Kamansky said. 

Although the cost of operating a 
one-judge Municipal Court will be 
higher now, it will be beneficial in 
the long run for two reasons, 
Kamansky noted

Deeply depressed, a 
Montclair housewife finds 
she is less and less able to 
cope with daily 
responsibilities. 

Shattered by feelings of 
anger and hostility, an Alta 
Loma high school student is 
unable to form meaningful 
relationships with those 
around him. 

Often, people with such 
problems are either too 
afraid or too poor to seek 
help. 

Now, Pomona Valley 
Counseling Service offers a 
solution — CounseLine, a 
free, self - help program 
which utilizes tape 
cassettes.

(714) 620 - 1980 and ask to 
hear tapes dealing with 
problems regarding 
marriage, family and 
parents, negative emotions, 
interpersonal relationships, 
divorce and separation, 
alcoholism, suicide, death 
and dying, assertiveness 
and self confidence, 
sexuality and tension.

R. Cliff Waters Jr., 
director of Pomona 
Counseling Service and

deeper, face - to - face psy- 
chotherapeutic relation- 
ship, can be benefited by 
telephone accessibility to 
counseling. 

Waters noted that no 
other counseling cassette 
program is offered in the 
Pomona Valley. 

Although Pomona Valley 
Counseling Service is a 
private agency, its 13 - 
member staff, most of 
whom have religious 
backgrounds, want to help 
the entire community. 
“They voted unanimously 
to initiate this program,”

“We can tell a person how 
to get in touch with AA or 
refer him or her to other 
inexpensive agencies, 
perhaps suggest an 
inexpensive book that would 
offer help,” Miss Ingram 
said. 

“We look at this as a 
preventative mental health 
tool,’’ she added. 

Callers are greeted by a 
member of the staff who 
will assist in selecting the 
right tape and, if necessary, 
provide additional 
information regarding 
agencies where help is 
available. 

“We like the human 
contact. The person who 
answers the phone tries to 
stay on to ask if the tape has 
been helpful.”’ 

Miss Ingram _ has 
observed that ‘‘most peopie 
think the tape has helped. 
Many say they wish they 
had heard it before. Others 
say they would recommend

it to a friend.” 

The system was 
developed at the University 
of Texas in Austin where it 
is available to members of 
the community as well as 
students on campus. 

“They (university 
officials) believe we're the 
only agency in California to 
purchase the tapes. So, 
people here do have a 
unique opportunity,’’ Miss 
Ingram said. 

The program was placed 
in operation Jan. 13 and the 
agency has logged an 
average of 20 calls each 
day. People seem to have 
the most concern in the 
areas of communication in 
marriage, depression, self - 
assertiveness and anger. 

People interested in 
communication in marriage 
don’t sound as if their 
problems are severe, rather 
that they wish to improve 
communication. But, the 
people who want the tapes 
on depression ‘‘sound 
depressed,” Miss Ingram 
related. 

Interestingly, she said, 
the ‘agency receives as 
many calls from men as 
women. ‘‘So, the tapes are 
acceptable to men. We were 
amazed.” 

And, she said, many calls 
come from both husband 
and wife who listen to tapes 
together. 

The agency hopes to 
expand the service by 
including more tapes ‘‘as 
we see a need.’ For 
example, Miss Ingram said, 
they hope to develop tapes 
on battered wives and 
children, birth control and 
venereal disease. 

“We have arranged with 
the university to share any 
new tapes we both 
develop.’’ the project 
coordinator noted 

The service is available 8 
a.m. - midnight seven days 
a week. However, since few 
calls come between 9 p.m 
and midnight those hours 
may be eliminated. 

Waters and Miss Ingram 
are pleased with the 
success of the service thus 
far. ‘‘There are so many 
people who are truly afraid 
We think this is a way to 
open doors. We think 
CounseLine will meet a 
particular and previously 
unmet need in a unique and 
dramatic way.’ Waters 
concluded

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Career, marriage 
highlight life of 
disabled woman

a Los Angeles banquet scene 
where Jill was named 
“woman of the year.’’ A third 
location for the film was Van- 
couver, British Columbia 
where Jill and John vacation- 
ed before their wedding. The 
film shows Vancouver’s 
Stanley Park, world - famous 
Butchart Gardens, and Lake 
Alouette at the foot of the 
Canadian Rockies. Another 
scene was filmed aboard the 
Vancouver - Victoria ferry 
which weaves through a 
series of islands. One of the 
three cameras filming the 
scene was mounted on a 
helicopter which could hover 
close to the ferry for close - 
up shots and then soar into the 
sky for a long view of the 
ferry and the islands. 











A wheelchair ramp at a PTA 
meeting caught the eye of a 
Hollywood film producer and led to 
one of the biggest box-office 
successes in Universal Studios 
history. 

The film was ‘‘The Other Side of 
the Mountain,”’ the true story of 
paralyzed ski champion Jill 
Kinmont, and the producer was 
Edward S. Feldman, head of motion 
picture production at Filmways, 
Inc. 

The success of the first movie led 
naturally to its romantic sequel, 
“The Other Side of the Mountain: 
Part 2,’’ which focuses on the more 
recent years in the life of Jill 
Kinmont, with special emphasis on 
her romance and eventual marriage 
to John Boothe in her home town of 
Bishop, California. 

The wheelchair ramp was an aid 
to Jill in her duties as a remedial 
reading teacher at Hawthorne 
Elementary School in Beverly Hills, 
where Feldman’s children attended 
classes. When his children pointed 
Jill out to him at the PTA meeting, 
Feldman recalled that he had read 
about her in Life Magazine. 

“Her story was truly inspiring,”’ 
says Feldman, ‘‘and I met her and 
asked for the film rights to her life.’’ 

“Our first film stopped at a 
certain point in Jill’s life,’’ producer 
Feldman notes, ‘‘at the time that 
her sweetheart, Dick Buek, was 
killed in an airplane crash. The 
second film focuses on the more 
recent years of her life. We were 
already writing the sequal when Jill 
provided a significant addition to 
the plot by marrying John, giving us 
a great love story.”’ 

Jill Kinmont and John Boothe 
asked only 40 relatives and close 
friends to their wedding in Bishop, 
California, in 1976. But considerably 
more people showed up for the re- 
enactment of that wedding in 
Universal’s romantic 
Sequal Marilyn Hassett, who 
repeats her starring role as Jill in 
the film, got up before 4 a.m. for a 
makeup session in her Bishop hotel 
room so she would be ready on the 
set at precisely 6 a.m. The wedding 
ceremony was filmed at sunrise ina 
tree-lined meadow with the 
majestic Sierras silhouetted in the 
background. 

Timothy Bottoms, who stars as 
John Boothe, was able to sleep 
‘ate.’ His call wasn’t until 5 a.m. 

The other members of the cast 
and crew left their hotel rooms at 
varying hours of the still dark 
morning. Earliest on the set was the 
catering staff, so that breakfast 
could be served on the location. 


Everyone had to be in position 
and ready to begin the scene just as 
the sun first peeked over the 
mountains. Since there could be no 
margin for error, the timetable had 
to be on the button. 


Everyone was placed under one of 
the meadow’s giant cottonwood 
trees. Director Larry Peerce and 
his camera crew took their first 
position about 100 yards away, from 
which point long lenses could be 
moved to get extreme closeup shots 
of Marilyn Hassett, seated in her 
wheelchair wearing a beautiful 
white wedding gown, with Timothy 
Bottoms standing at her side. 


Shortly after 6 a.m., when. the 
sun’s first glow made its radiant 
ascent over the mountain’s rim, 
Peerce began filming the ceremony, 
which the Rev. Bee Landis 
concluded with the familiar words, 
“You may kiss the bride.” 

Jill Kinmont Boothe sat nearby 
holding hands with her husband, 
John, watching in awe the filming of 
their own wedding day. 


Nowadays, the Boothes attend 
football games, rodeos and the 
theatre and like to go on picnics and 
dine out. ‘‘I always thought being 
married wouldn’t be easy, but that it 
would be worth it,” Jill recently 
noted. ‘“‘Now I find that it’s just 
plain fun.” 


Marilyn Hassett 

‘‘As I see it, this is about a woman 
who is trying to find a way to accept 
love, to allow love to enter the core 
of her being,’’ said Marilyn Hassett 
who portrays Jill Kinmont. There 
are actually astonishing 
coincidences between her life and 
that of Jill Kinmont. 

Ms. Hassett has resorted to 
appearing in television commercials 
after obtaining a very small role in 
the film, ‘‘They Shoot Horses, Don’t 
They?’’ One of these commercials 
called for her to ride an elephant 
During the filming the animal was 
frightened, threw her underfoot, and 
stepped on her. Marilyn’s pelvis was 
cracked and her legs suffered nerve 
damage. After months in a hospital 
and a half-year in a wheelchair, she 
slowly learned to walk again. 

Tragically, not too long after her 
recovery, she was injured again in 
another accident, enroute to an 
audition. In a car collision, she went 
through the roof head first. Several 
operations followed. During the 
final stages of her recovery, she 
sought eescape from her heavy 
thought by traveling all over the 
country. She had just about given up 
any hopes of a film career when she 
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tested tor ‘‘The Other Side of the 
Mountain.” 

Just as Jill Kinmont benefited 
from the loving care provided by her 
mother, Ms. Hassett’s mother, a 
professional nurse, was a key factor 
in her rehabilitation. ‘“‘She was an 
incredible inspiration to me,’’ says 
the actress. ‘‘She really kept me 
going.” 

Ms. Hassett “‘kept going’ until 
she won the Hollywood Foreign 
Press Association’s Golden Globe as 
Most Promising Actress for her 
performance in ‘‘The Other Side of 
the Mountain.’’ 

Timothy Bottoms 

Timothy Bottoms — who portrays 
John Boothe got his first experience 
with people confined to wheelchairs 
when he was an,elementary school 
pupil in Santa Barbara, California. 

As part of the class routine one 
year, he and his classmates had 
regular assignments helping 
handicapped children to get around 
the lunchroom and other school 
facilities. 


To better understand the 
psychological factors acting upon 
someone who not only pushes a 
wheelchair but is also emotionally 
involved with the person confined to 
it, Bottoms had conversations with a 
number of people involved in 
similar situations. Whenever he 
mentioned his connection with: the 
Jill Kinmont story he discovered 
that handicapped people regarded 
her as a very special inspiration, ‘‘a 
kind of Helen Keller.”’ 

His study of the character of John 
Boothe revealed to Bottoms that 
“this is a man not ashamed to ery or 
to say ‘I love you’ to a woman.” 
And, he endorsed the observation of 
Marilyn Hassett — who stars as Jill 
Kinmont in both films about her life 
— that John ‘‘saw the woman first, 
not the wheelchair.” 


Ironically, Bottoms made his first 
great impact in films as the 
extremely handicapped soldier in 
Dalton Trumbo’s film version of his 
own classic novel, ‘‘Johnny Got His 
Gun.”’ Acting in that film provided 
him with a prfound understanding of 
the endurance and courage needed 
by the handicapped to cope with 
their problems as well as an 
appreciation of the tenderness and 
love demanded of the people who 
tend and most care about them. 

“The Other Side of the Mountain 
— Part 2,” starring Marilyn Hassett 
and Timothy Bottoms, was 
produced by Edward S. Feldman, 
directed by Larry Peerce.in 
Technicolor, and written by Douglas 
Day Stewart.

But the real story 
doesn’t end there, according 
to Jill who noted she and John 
attend football games, 
rodeos, theater, and picnics 
and find being married ‘‘just 
plain fun.”

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Court changes c 
reach all Californians

Taking shape in 
Sacramento this year are 
what could be fundamental 
and far reaching changes in 
the state’s court system — 
not changes that just in- 
terest attorneys and judges 
but the kind that affect 
everybody who comes into 
contact with the courts. 

And that includes people 
filing divorces, those with 
traffic tickets, persons ac- 
cused of minor offenses and 
those who want to file a 
civil suit but cannot afford 
the legal fees. 

Many of the proposals be- 
ing put forward originated 
with the governor’s office 
and with Democratic 
legislators. Already the 
governor’s legal affairs ad- 
visor, Anthony Kline, has 
been censured by the state 
bar board of governors for 
terming lawyers ‘‘part of 
the problem, not part of the 
solution.” 

Kline, an attorney 
himself, is one of the chief 
critics of the court system, 
its case backload, the fees 
and costs involved, and 
what he terms the fact that 
the court system does not 
serve a large portion of the 
state’s population. 

I wholeheartedly agree 
that there are things wrong 
with our court system, that 
we cannot merely keep ad- 
ding more judges as the 
caseload increases. I expect 
to support several of the 
reform measures if I am 
convinced that they reform 
the system without taking 
away basic American right 
to redress through the 
courts. 

We have to make certain 
that we preserve the rights 
of all citizens to their day in 
court — cumbersome as the 
process now is — and not 
change the system in ways 
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the right time

that would limit those 
rights — even though un- 
intentionally. 

Here are some of the 
proposals being put 
forward: 

— Neighborhood media- 
tion centers, where 
neighborhood citizens get 
together to try to settle 
small - scale criminal 
offenses such as vandalism, 
community disputes, 
neighbor - vs - neighbor 
arguments. No attorneys 
would be involved. This will 
be in bill form soon. 

Quicker traffic court 
settlement, in which minor 
traffic offenses could be 
settled by an administrative 
officer rather than requir- 
ing a court hearing, at- 
torneys, and often times a“ 
day lost from work. 

This bill, which has pass- 
ed the Assembly and is in 
the Senate, proposes a three 
- year pilot program to see 
how it would work. A 
similar plan is already 
operating successfully in 
one neighborhood in San 
Francisco. 

— Civil suit arbitration, 
in which suits involving no 
more than $15,000 could be 
submitted to an arbitrator, 
avoiding costly legal fees, 
court processes and delays 
which often discourage per- 
sons from seeking their 
rights through the judicial 
systein. This has now been 
introduced in bill form in 
the Senate. 

— Speedier divorce cases, 
in a bill that would permit 
quick dissolution of 
marriages of less than two 
years, where there are no 
children, where both sides 
agree, and in which the par- 
ties are of low or moderate 
income, having little or no 
property.

The current re - examina- 
tion of the problem in 
Sacramento offers some 
promise that we may finally 
be looking into some real 
solutions, and ones that 
could reduce costs to 
citizens but cut some 
government costs as well.

It was probably the 
freatest outpouring of 
human warmth and com- 
passion in the history of the 
American people. There 
they were — thousands of 
them — some in three-piece 
Husiness suits, others in 
dlothes that even the Salva- 
tHon Army would have call- 
ed “rags.” Yet, there they 
Were — all of them eager to 
help a fellow citizen who 
had fallen upon troubled 
times 

‘The Exxon Corp., the 
world’s largest industrial 
firm, was struggling. and 
there was pain in the heart 
o& every shareholder, for 
ikxon’s profits once again 
hg@d declined and were now 
a ‘mere $2.41 billion for the

Company officials had 
claimed that the decline 
was partially because of the 
loss in the value of the 
American dollar; others 
claimed other things for the 
nearly bankrupt giant.

can reduce tax liability 


Contributions and casual- 
ty loss records can save tax 
dollars. 

Contributions to qualified 
charities can take one of 
three forms. Donations of 
cash or property and ex- 
penses associated with 
voluntary personal services 
are deductible in the year 
donated or incurred. 

Gifts of clothing, fur- 
niture, toys and other items 
to charitable organizations 
such as Goodwill and Salva- 
tion Army are deductible at 
their fair market value on 
the date of the gift. 

If the deduction for gifts 
of property exceeds $200, in- 
formation as to the proper- 
ty’s acquisition (method, 
date and cost), descritpion, 
its appearance and condi- 
tion, the name of the chari- 
ty and the date of the gift 
must be attached to the tax 
return 

In addition, it’s a good 
idea to obtain a statement 
or receipt from the 
recipient organization in 
order to substantiate the 
deduction if required by the 
IRS. 

An individual who per- 
forms volunteer work for a 
charitable organization 
should not overlook the fact 
that a contribution deduc- 
tion is allowable for un- 
reimbursed out - of - pocket 
expenses. 


These include transporta- 
tion costs, which include ex- 
penses for the operation, 
repair and maintenance of 
an automobile (but not in- 
surance or depreciation) to 
the extent used in rendering 
charitable services. 

The IRS will not question 
a standard rate of 7 cents 
per mile as the cost of 
operating an automobile for 
the benefit of charity. 

Most other out - of - 
pocket expenses in connec- 
tion with volunteer work for 
charity can also be 
deducted. These include 
meeting expenses, lodging 
expenses, telephone, and 
the maintenance of special 
uniforms. However, an in- 
dividual is not entitled to a 
deduction for the value of 
his or her time or services. 

A deduction is allowable 
for a sudden, unexpected or 
unusual event which results 
in the loss or destruction of 
property. The rule applies 
whether the property is per- 
sonal or business. 

Some of the more com- 
mon personal deductibel 
losses include: damage to a 
taxpayer’s personal assets 
such as car or boat due to an 
accident, theft or van- 
dalism losses, and damage 
to” a residence or other 
property caused by fire, 
flood, wind, freeze or 
earthquake, but not 


drought. 

The amount deductible as 
a personal casualty loss is 
calculated by determining 
the value of the property 
just before the casualty and 
subtracting its value im- 
mediately afterwards. The 
amount of any insurance 
proceeds recovered and 
$100 must also be sub- 
tracted. The deduction is 
limited to the original cost, 
plus improvements, of the 
property lost or damaged. 

The best way to prove the 
loss is to get a report froma 
competent appraiser. And 
don’t forget the appraisal 
fees which are separately 
deductible 

Dues paid to a union or a 
professional organization 
are deductible as long as 
they are a condition of 
membership and are used 
to meet expenses of the 
organization, Any portion 
which is utilized for other 
purposes such as political 
lobbying is not deductible. 

The cost of tax prepara- 
tion or tax advice paid for 
during the year is deducti- 
ble in that year as well as 
the cost of a safe deposit 
box rented for the protec- 
tion of securities or other 
investments. 

The cost and upkeep of 
uniforms — including 
laundering and cleaning — 
are deductible if the un- 
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Records of contributions 


iform is required as a condi- 
tion of employment and is 
not adaptable to general 
wear. The same is true for 
special work clothes such as 
gloves, safety glasses, 
goggles, protective shoes 
and work clothes, but they 
need not be specifically re- 
quired by an employer. 
Employees are allowed to 
deduct the cost of small 
tools required in their work, 
and business people and 
professionals may deduct 
the cost of subscriptions to 
professional journals. 


All receipts that repre- 
sent deductible expenses 
should be filed separately 
under an application cap- 
tion such as medical con- 
tributions, interest, taxes, 
or casualty losses. 


A system such as this 
enables the taxpayer to con- 
veniently gather the infor- 
mation needed at year - end 
for preparing the income 
tax return. 


Remember, all records 
normally should be retained 
for a minimum four years 
fron the date the return 
was due or filed, whichever 
is later.
